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THE SOURCE OF CREDIT 

Some radical reformers appear to believe that 
there la aome mysterious power exercised by 
bankerx which enxblex them to perform an act 
of original creation whenever they are xo dls- 
poxed “What la a banker?" axks the voluble 
agitator. He anxwerx hla own question with the 
startling words, "He Is a creator." The next ques¬ 
tion- in Mr' *»Wdhlsm dx-J'-What doc»-t>e cfexte?" 
This brings forth the reply. "He creates credit.' 
The orator, who doubtlesx feelx that he haa now 
got Into his proper stride and Is going high, wide, 
and handsome, asks his third question- "la there 
any limit to thta maarcloua power?’’ The answer 
is that there la no limit whatever outside of the 
banker s own will. 

There Is an oft-quoted story of a teacher one 
of whose students defined a lobster as a red fish 
that goes backwards. The teacher said that the 
definition was an excellent one except In three 
trifling respects. A lobster, he said, Is not a fish, 
It is not red, and It does not go backwards. The 
truth regarding the banker la that he has no 
unlimited power of creation, that he does not 
create credit, and that in fact he doea not, as 
banker, create anything whatever. 

The banker Is not a creator of credit. He Is 
an estimator of credit which Is already In exist¬ 
ence. In lending money he creates nothtng. He 
simply brings together a borrower and a lender. 
In hla capacity as custodian of money entrusted 
to him for profitable Investment the banker makes 
an investment, not for himself but for the In¬ 
vestor. The banker’s function Is to examine with 
the eye of an expert the borrower's character, 
capacity, and material resources,—hla credit, in 
short. In consideration of the whole situation 
and of the credit, which has been brought Into 
existence not by the banker but by the borrower, 
the banker forms an estimate. He evaluates his 
customer's credit, he endorse* It, he underwrites 
It up to a certain amount. 

That popular "citizen of credit and renown" 
mentioned In Cowper’s poem was the architect of 
hla own fortunes, the creator of that credit which 
stood him In good stead at the bank, and he was 
able to turn his material resources into ready 
money. The process *as described nearly two 
hundred years ago by the Scottish philosopher 
and economist, David Hume. The passage Is 
worth quoting In full: "As a man may find surety 
nearly td the amount of ills substance, and his 
bank credit Is equivalent to ready money, a 
merchant does hereby In a manner coin his 
houses, hls household furniture, the goods In his 
warehouse, the foreign debts due to him. hls 
ships at sea; and can upon occasion, employ them 
in all payments, as If they were the current 
money of the country." 


expectant victim. Others can go ahead without 
arousing microbic animosity. This’ is the opinion 
ef a correspondent of The London Times. He 
says that patients, "notably those who prefer to 
remain unaware of their Inner conflicts." are 
particularly liable -to accident. Such accidents 
as th#y meet, he believes, "are so accurately timed 
to accompany an Impending subjective crisis 
that they can only be described as unconscious 
suicidal attempts.” 

In this writer’s opinion no one can be regarded 
as permanently acathless from accident on the 
road. In some cases it Is a matter of congenital 
clumsiness; In others there are many for whom 
accidents can be regarded as symptoms of a tem¬ 
porary dissociation or splitting of consciousness— 
“a condition against which very few minds are 
absolutely secure.” In fact, anyone may tempo¬ 
rarily suffer a relative degree of dissociation. The 
writer, moreover, says that alcohol Is dangerous 
to motorists because It can produce a temporary 
dissociation of consciousness. Insulin can produce 
a complete state of dissociation, as well as epi¬ 
lepsy and other kindred states. 

The real danger on the road, says the writer, 
comet from those Individuals "who are so com¬ 
pletely convinced of their normality, that they 
pay no heed to their own subliminal sense of 
danger. Every one who has not repressed hR 
own Instinctual gwarenesa knows what the little 
red light means on the Inner psychic dashboard." 
The difficulty Is to know how to deal with those 
folk “who are so blindfolded by their own self- 
gvldcot normality that they, do not know when

THAT COMMON COLD 


Sir Joslah Stamp says that the university should 
provide the balanced life in unbalanced times. It 
may be well doubted If It la doing this, and the 
fault lies not with the curricula but wtth the 
unbalanced views held by so many university pro¬ 
fessors In their translation of what they lecture 
upon to their students. Sir Joslah says that 
we are being told that as the efficiency of ma¬ 
chinery and modern life becomes greater the 
Income and commodities and services -will become 
satisfied with fewer and fewer hours of work. 
This means that there will be a limit to the 
money or commodity income that can be com¬ 
fortably consumed. Leisure will come to be re¬ 
garded as a rewarding commodity and income 
will be taken put In money and leisure combined 
If that proves to be so, then education for the 
money side Is education for one-half of a.i 
income only, and education for the free hours 
becomes a logical necessity.

To do these two seemingly 
simple things abundant exercise Is necessary 
every day. It is desirable to become accustomed 
to variations of temperature and “to maintain 
physiological resistance of reaction." Another 
precaution is to avoid prolonged endurance of 
- etfmaite unpleasantness or “ot. JtMflHl 
surrender to enervating comfort.” This corre¬ 
spondent says we eover ourselves with too many 
blanket* at night; we close our bedroom windows 
and door while we sleep; we rely on unhygienic 
amenities such as central heating, and what Is 
advocated as a temperature-uniformity Is calcu¬ 
lated to reduce bodily liveliness “to a level com¬ 
parable with that to which occupational and 
social monotony reduces our minds." 

The same c o rrespondent answers the question 
of what to do when a cold Is once contracted. If 
we are decent citizens, he says, we will keep away 
from our neighbors; will stop at home and either 
sit by the fire or go to bed. As to diet, he advo¬ 
cates plenty of fruit and the drinking of lots of 
fluid; all the sleep possible, and by reading, 
dozing or listening to the radio, shut out the re¬ 
sponsibilities of the world as much as possible 
He says there is an old joke that if we have a 
cold and do not treat it It will take fourteen days 
for us to recover, whereas if we call in a doctor 
he will put us right In a fortnight. There Is little 
the doctor can do for a cold more than the Indi¬ 
vidual victim, if the path of sanity is pursued. 
The trouble always Is that the common cold is 
mostly treated as unimportant. That is Illus¬ 
trated by the number of remedies that are sug¬ 
gested. many of which are about as useful as 
that of the man who carried a nutmeg In one 
trouser pocket, an Iodine locket In the otheT. who 
took snuff regularly and draughts of carbonate 
of soda and water. He got hls cold as usual on 
this combination.

mischief in a position which seemed 
to os to be unnatural, but which, 
according to high . scientific au¬ 
thority. was more natural than the 
normal position of normal men. 
Before natural end social sciences 
had been studied and developed, 
the orthodox belief was that human 
beings did their best work when 
they kept their feet on the ground 
and their heads out of the clouds. 
But we live and learn. It may be 
that the theories of learned pro¬ 
fessors are better teachers than the 
facts of experience.

Picture connoisseurs, particularly 
those who developed their taste In 
the Victorian or Edwardian era, will 
find much to interest them In the 
collection to be shown tomorrow and 
Tuesday at McCloy’s, Pandora Ave¬ 
nue.

A S long ago as 11182, It Is understrod. 
a certain viceroy of Mexico, fitted 
out two little vessels, a caravel and 
a pinnace, and sent them north along the 
west coast to look for the western opening 
of that much-sought-after water passage 
the 8tralt of Anlan. supposed to exist be¬ 
tween the high latitudes of North Amer¬ 
ica: and which, when found, was to shorten 
by many days' sail the traders hazardous 
way between Europe and Cathay. A Oreetc 
pilot, Apoatolos Valerlanos. known as Juan 
' de Fuca for ahort possibly, was appointed 
to command It 


There Is no record In the Spanish 
archives of this particular voyage, and for 
that reason the Greeks story was in doubt 
for ever so long, and might have gone the 
way many another good story has gone 
lor want of proof did It not so happen 
that part of ms narrative was long after 
verified obnclualvely enough to warrant 
the belief that he had aeen the things he 
spoke about as he wandered, after the 
fashion of sailors, along Old World water¬ 
fronts. What he related became part of 
the legends of European seaports, and 
was passed on from sailor to sailor and 
remembered down the years. 

Among other things. Valerlanos referred 
to an Important opening In the western 
coast of the continent which he said was 
located In a certain latitude. When the 
existence of the waterway was established 
beyond a doubt in the approximate lat¬ 
itude given nearly two hundred years 
later. In 1787 to be exact, by Captain 
Charles W. Barkley, the latter gave the 
early navigator the benefit x>f the doubt 
and called the passage Juan de Fuca 
Strait. 

First White Men 

T HE Greek sailor was possibly the flrat 
white man to look on any part of the 
wave - trashed territory now Included In 
the Frovlnce of British Columbia. He also 
told of Islands to the north a.' the open¬ 
ing which hf stated axlitad. And winch 
would Indicate that he had seen the 
• group we know today as the Queen Char¬ 
lottes. 

There la not much history available 
concerning the very early explorations of 
our Northwest Coast. Coming down to 
1(M we find the Court of Spain sending 
one Bartholomew de FOnte. with four 
teasels — the Holy Ghost, Santa Lucia, 


Rosary and King Philip. De Fonte visited 
what he called the Archipelago of St. 
Lazarus in S3 degrees N. latitude, accord¬ 
ing to his log, passing through many In¬ 
tricate channels for 260 leagues. The 
archipelago was undoubtedly our Queen 
Charlottes, for the latitude given runs 
through Moresby Island, one of the Queen 
Charlotte group. 

The Queen Charlottes may be said to 
have been discovered really by Ensign 
Juan Perez and Captain Etienne Marchand. 
Perez named the group Cabo de St. Mar¬ 
garita He vlstcd the islands In 1774 
aboard the corvette Santiago, accom- • 
panted by Pilot Estevan Manner, while 
Marchand made the first extensive ex¬ 
ploration In 1781. He examined the west 
coast of Graham Island from Frederick 
Island some distance southward. 

' Another Expedition 

O N Perqp' return to San Bias, the vice¬ 
roy sent another expedition north In 
1775, under Captain Bruno Hcceta In the 
Santiago, with Perez as pilot: the schooner 
Sonora In charge of Juan de Ayola. with 
Maurellr as pilot: and the schooner San 
Carlos, the captain of which became in¬ 
sane shortly after leaving San Bias and 
had .to be landed at Monterey, when 
Ayola went to the San Carlos and Lieu¬ 
tenant Frzmcisro de la ^odega y Quadra, 
who afterwards became an historical 
Iigure In early Vancouver Island annals, 
took Ayola's place on the Sonora. 

La Perouse. a French navigator, cruised 
along the coast of the Queen Charlottes 
in 1786: and In the same year Captain^ 
Lowrie and Guise, aboard the Captain 
Cook and the Experiment, arrived on the 
coast from Bombay 
the Sea Otter, from Macao: 

Portlock and Dixon In the King Oeorge 
and Queen Charlotte also made the land¬ 
fall by way of the North Pacific. In 1787. 
Dixon spent some time In gathering ln- 
lormatlon about the Isla n ds, and named 
them after his ship, or the British Queen 
of the same name, whichever you prefer 
Dixon and Portlock had been fitted out 
in London: and Captains Colnett and 
Duncan, of the same company, in the 
Prtnoa of Wa ls s and Princess Royal, 
visited the Islands in 1787-88. In the latter 
year. Captain Douglas sailed the Iphlgenia 
to the shores of tpe Queen Charlottes 
from China: and In 1788 came Captain 
Robert Orey from Boston. It was in that 
year the tittle ship Northwest America, 
built by Means at ftootka. sailed to the 
Islands In charge of Captain Robert 
Fun ter, a colleague In 1781, Captain

Ag ai n in 1784 
the adventurous captain passed south 
along the west coast of the Islands. 

Although many fur traders carried on 
their bartering along our northwest coast 
in the latter days of the Eighteenth and 
the early yean of the Nineteenth Cen- 
. Ulrica, they were only Interested, ln ob- 
taining peltries, and but little concern 
was paid to Coast lines or the physical 


characteristics of the land adjacent. Suf¬ 
ficient unto the day were the needs 
thereof wss the religion of the traders, 
and the rude charts which each skipper 
compiled tor his own use sufficed. 

From one hundred to one hundred and 
fifty years ago there wi^s greater activity 
among the Queen Charlotte Islands than 
there Is even today. True there have been 
Hashes of Industrial fire seen from time 
to time: but when the days of the - sea 
otter were numbered the Islands erased to 
exist commercially: and It was not until 
comparatively recent years that vessels 
of the Royal Navy visited the Queen Char¬ 
lottes and made sketchy plans of some 
of the harbors on tha east coast. Among 
the first ships were H MS Thetis. HMS 
Virago. H MB. Alert and H.MS Hecate, 
the latter veasel doing considerable survey 
work between 1882-64 In the nav 
waters between the islands and the main 
land of British Columbia. a 

Pioneer Company 

I T was In 1852 that the Hudson's Bay 
Company aent a party of men In the 
brig Una. under Captain Mltchall. to 
work a gold discovery at Poet Rupee, or 
Gold Harbor, on the west coast of Moresby 
Island This was the first occasion, by the 
way. In which the finding of gold pro¬ 
duced any real mining excitement In 
British Columbia. The Hudson's Bay Com¬ 
pany mined a quantity of the metal at 
Gold Harbor, where It was found In small 
irregular veins, which soon pinched out 
Although the gold discovery was Ini 
strumental In attracting prospectors from 
as far away as Ban Francisco, no one else 
was successful In finding the precious 
metal In anything Uke paying quantities 
At different places, however, evidences of 
other metals were found, notably on Tasu 
Harbor, where the remains of in serial 
tramway are still to be seen: while oil 
possibilities on the west coast have been 
stressed from time to time 
in T8S9. a Wr DowMe too* apgrey-W 
twenty-seven men to the west coast of the 
Islands. This party found no rich lodes, 
but It Is understood were the first dis¬ 
coverers of coal on Skldcgate Inlet, that 
lovely waterway which separates Moresby 
Island from Kunghlt Island i formerly 
Prevast Island!. And It was about this 
time th»t Captain Torrens with hit party 
of prosectors barely escaped massacre by 


Halda Indians, who. apparently, had a bad 
reputation for that sort of thing, and. It 
Is said, plundered coasting craft on sev¬ 
eral occasions and enslaved their crews 

Later Activities 

F ROM that time until the Summer of 
the present year, although consider- 
tblc activity was In evidence at various 
times with copper prospects, oil excite¬ 
ments. fishing projects, whaling stations ' 
tnwnsltr promotions, and latterly In con¬ 
nection with the lumber industry along 
the east coast of the Islands, little or 
nothing was done to sacure authentic in- 
lormatlon concerning the west coast 

It was desterted. too, even by the 
Indians, who had no real business there, 
abandoning lodges that were maintained 
at various points on the western shores 
as long as there were any chances of get- 
pelts. Only the occasional 
fisherman visited the lonely waters, ex¬ 
cept for the period when an ambitious 
scheme to operate a fleet of deepaea 
trawlers based on the Islands, was tried 
out by Old Country Interests. During six 
months of the past 8ummer, hydrographic 
surveyors charting the coast, never spokr 
to ethers than members of Uielr own party, 
not from "snootinesa" but because there 
was none to speak with: nor did they see 
more than half-a-dozen fishing craft In 
all the time they were on the outside 
coast. 

H D Panzeau. chief hydrographer lor 
the Department of Marine on the Pacific 
Coast of Canada, says the west coast of 
the Queen Charlotte group Is a "region 
of rugged loveliness." Oettlng orders from 
his chief. Frederick Anderson, of Ottawa, 
he took hla ship, the 8s. William J 
Stewart, there shortly after It waa com¬ 
missioned last Spring and spent the Sum¬ 
mer in surveying the coast as well as a

T HE Government of New 8outh Wales 
has recently approved the widespread 
use of shark net* to guard unwary 
bathers on the State's many beaches, but at 
Port Stephens sharks are regarded in a dif¬ 
ferent light. There the dreaded ravager of 
the seas is a creature who keeps many men 
and their families in comfort. For at this 
coast town is the biggest shark farm tn the 
world, and It operates at a handsome profit 
This Industry was founded by Captain O 
R. Turner, veteran shark-catcher of the Pa¬ 
cific. After years of study and much work, 
the problem of converting shark skin into 
commercially useful leather was solved, pav¬ 
ing-the way for the shark induatrv. For the 
grey monsters are really extraordinarily use¬ 
ful to man, when dead The skin may be 
tanned and forms a handsome shagreen, the 
liver contains quantities of oil which are of 
medicinal value, and the fins are used for 
making soup. People about the China marts 
value other portions of the shark dor eating, 
too. and surprisingly little of the fish is 
wasted. 

With the new demand far shark skins. Cap- 
lain Turner launched his enterprise Today 
the farm operates boats thirty feet long, fit¬ 
ted with Diesel engines and built to with¬ 
stand stormy seas 

FnHermcns Day 

S OON after midnight the shark fisherman s 
day will begin; by 2 o'clock In the morn¬ 
ing he will be slipping from his mooring, and 
half an hour later he will have reached the 
fishing grounds outside the cliffs which 
mark the entrance to Port Stephens. 

. Two buoys. 300 yards apart, hold up the ends 
of the net. Glavs floats hold the headline near 
the" surface and solid lead weight*, a yard 
apart, keep the net hanging correctly. The 
nets are twenty feet deep with a mesh between 
twelve and twenty inches, and they can be 
cast in water 120 feet deep ^ 

When the fishermen find a shark enmeshed 
they work fast. The net is dragged up until 
the head of the fish is above water, a large 
hook suspended from a derrick on the boat is 
thrust Into It* Jaws and It ia killed with heavy 
blows from a chib or else shot through the 
brain, which lies on too of the snout The 


Somellmen there wUl be a flurry from two 
directions at once, and two free sharks will 
endeavor to pounce on the one prtae. A des¬ 
perate fight will follow; sometimes it ends in 
slaughter, and, by accident, the fishermen 
have more than once fallen heir to a freshly 
killed shark, the body of which has later be¬ 
come entangled in the net. 


Electric Ray Sfcark 

T HE electric ray Is the worst type of shark 
with which the fishermen have to deal. 
He grows up to four feet In diameter and his 
tail can be used to deliver an electric shock 
that will render the victim unconscious. The 
giant ray has a tall like a whip, with a poison¬ 
ous sting which can be used to kill enemies. 
It 1* frequently caught In the net* and is much 
valued for it* skin, from which the highly 
prised Jade shagreen la made. 

With the return of the Ashing boat* to the 
depot a rope la twisted about the tails of the 
sharks and they art brought up from the 
hold by the derrick then cutting up begins 
The flna are cut off close to the body and 
dried in the sun or in patent machines, then 
sent to Eastern Asia. The tails are first 
chopped off and the hide ts slit down the back 
and around the body behind the gills. Hitched 
to a derrick, the hide is quickly peeled off and 
is trimmed to free it from adhering flesh. 
After washing it ia placed in brine. Prom a 
ton of sharks the operators may expect to ob¬ 
tain from eighty to 100 square feet of leather

Climate of East Africa 
Takes Heart Out of 
Strongest of Men

R EMARKABLE misconceptions about the 
climate in East Africa are abroad in 
other parts of the world. 

The fact Is that most civilians and war 
correspondents who came from Europe thought 
the climate was going to be terrifically hot 
and brought the wrong kind of clothing ac¬ 
cordingly. It is hot on the lowlands bordering 
the sea. There an average temperature of 130 
in the shade during the day. and 100 at night, 
makes it an inferno. And the air is moist and 
sticky, which makes matters Worse. The re¬ 
sult is that, except at a few points like Mas- 
saw a and Assab, where there are military 
bases, there are very few white men in normal 
times. 

On the broad, high plateau in the centre of 
Eritrea, however, as well as In corresponding 
country in Ethiopia, the climate In the dry 
season is easily bearable. 

On the Tableland 

T HE tableland averages about 7,000 feet 
above sc ale v el rising Abruptly from a 
narrow ribbon of lowlands along the Red 8ea 
coast. 

Within twcnty'-flve miles of Massawa one 
la in another world. The air is thin, refresh¬ 
ing and cool, and thia even during the middle 
of the day when the sun is hot. Men can wear 
the same kind of clothes as they do in Europe, 
but surf-helmet* are advisable. Within five 
minutes after the sun sets it begins to get 
cold, and It Is necessary to don additional 
clothing immediately. Everyone wears light 
overcoats or sweaters and sleeps under two or 
three blankets. 

During my trek to the from I slept one night 
in a tent at a soldiers camp at Adi Urgi. 
With the best will, the officers were only able 
to furnish one blanket each to our party I 
piled on top of the camp cot. my over co at, 
the top of a canvas tent, rolled into bed with 
my dqthes on. and still slept little because of 
the sharp cold. 

And then, within half-an-hour after sunrise, 
it was too hot to stand b a reh eaded to the sun. 

What Altitude Does 

T O newcomers the altitude at first is ex¬ 
tremely trying. My experience was fairly 
normal. During the first days I suffered con¬ 
tinually from a splitting headache and oc¬ 
casional nose-bleeding and bleeding of the 
gums. I panted for breath, and a slow walk 
of even 100 yards completely exhausted me. 
Walking upstairs 'arms to be dreaded and 
necessitated a pause for breath. My head 
buzzed and there was a feeling that my eyes 
were popping out. 

Within a week, however. I began to be ac¬ 
customed to the altitude, although any exer¬ 
tion still caused panting and exhaustion. The 
Italian soldiers and laborers soon became ac¬ 
climatized and now feel little' 111-effects. I 
. have seen thousands of Italian workmen doing 
eight hours of strenuous labor on the roads 
with pick and shovel and they were obviously 
m fine health. 

As the plateau slopes towards the S Ethiopian 
frontier the valleys broaden and the soil be¬ 
comes astonishingly fertile. It is black loam,

A LL political parties have expressed them¬ 
selves in favor of an extensive house 
construction programme for Canada as 
one of the best means of putting Canadians 
to work. 

Through the courtesy of Phillips A. Hay¬ 
ward. chief of the Forest Products Division of 
the Department of Commerce at Washing¬ 
ton. D.C., I am in receipt of a bulletin. "The 
Small-Housing Scheme of the City of Stock¬ 
holm.” which sets out the results of an In¬ 
vestigation made by Axel H Ogholm, chief of 
the bureau's FTJ^tst Products Division. 

The “Stockholm system" ha* resulted in 
nearly 50.000 people being provided with 
"comfortable suburban houses with all mod¬ 
ern comfort* and conveniences " 

The development was carried out by the 
Real Estate Department of Stockholm. A 
“8mall • House Bureau’* was created for the . 
purpose. The staff and executives were chosen 
on the basis of their technical knowledge and 
other qualifications, and no outside influence 
was permitted to interfere In the carrying out 
of the programme which has been followed re¬ 
gardless of changes in the city administration. 
Of this policy. Mr. Oxhoim says. "Unquestion¬ 
ably these conditions are largely responsible 
for the outstanding success of the venture " 

No Reverted Lot* 

U NLIKE our Western cities. Stockholm (lid 
not possess thousands of “reverted lots’* 
on streets serviced with water, sewers gss and 
electric light. The municipal authorities had 
to purchase 30.000 acres for which it paid 
$8 000,000; that Is *300 per acre. A total of 
M.000.000 was spent on laying out of streets, 
installation of water, electricity, gas and 
sewers, public parks, playgrounds and swim¬ 
ming pools In order to promote home owner¬ 
ship the prospective homeowners are not re¬ 
quired to tie up their money in building lots, 
the sites are leased to them on a sixty-year 
|basls with the option of renewal, should the 
dty have no other plan* for the use of the 
sites. The lease can be transferred to legal 
hem In case of death. The rental paid the 
city amounts to about 5 per cent of the 
value of the site The usual sue of a lot is 
about 7.500 square feet The applicants for 
homes are. selected from families with incomes 
of not leas than 1800 or over *1.300 per annum. 
The successful applicant makes an initial down 
payment of M0. the city then established a 
credit account in his favor through a loan 
payable in instalments over a period of thirty 
year*, secured by a first mortgage on the 
property. The credit granted usually amounts 
to ,*0 per cent of the estimated cost of the 
home. The remaining 10 per cent is repre¬ 
sented by the value of the labor contributed 
by the homeowner 

Interest charges are "usually between 4 and 
5 per cent " 

The work of the Small-House Bureau covers 
the following items. 

1. Lay-out and Improvement of building lot*. 
3 Development of plans, detailed drawing*, 
and complete working instructions covering 
the various standard types of houses 
3- Cont r ac t i n g for skilled labor for certain 
kinds of work which the prospective home¬ 
owners are unable to perform or are not per¬ 
mitted to do. 

4. Procurement and storage of all building 
materials, end d istr ibutin g there to 
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8. Giving technical instruction in regard to 
building operations and preparing handbooks 
on these subject* 

8. Inspection of *the houses to insure con¬ 
formity with building codes and regulations. 

7 Development and execution of 
covering the financing of the homes 
8 Selecting of prospective homeowner*. 


Qualified Technicians 

Q UALIFIED technic isms have applied their 
knowledge and ability to provide the 
very best accommodation within the 
price range economically possible for the suc¬ 
cess of the scheme For Instance, the foun¬ 
dations of the houses are of s special type of 
aerated concrete block* of light, porous ma¬ 
terial; tlft basement is waterproofed. The 
wall sections are fabricated in the mills and 
they arrive at the building ready for erection. 
The chimney is made of pre-cast cement 
blocks having five terra cotta flues. Water 
and gas pipes arrive cut and threaded to exact 
sue. All special mill work such as as kitchen 
cabinets and shelves come from the factory 
ready for installation. The report states. 
“Every detail has . been studied, and every 
economy effected in labor as well as the pur¬ 
chase of material, but without impairing good 
construction practice " 

The prospective homeowner is given a prac¬ 
tical and complete handbook on construction. 
Materials and skilled labor are supplied by the 
Bureau. The homeowner see* that there la no 
waste, and that construction is finished as soon 
as possible since he has to pay interest on the 
money borrowed to purchase building ma¬ 
terials. The Bureau purchases all supplies 
wholesale and passes on the saving to the 
homeowner. The total cost of construction 
of the five types of houses, including materials, 
labor and overhead, is $2300. 83.550. 82.850. 
$3,025 and $3,250. and the annual charges to 
the homeowner, including annual installment 
on loan, ground rent, taxes, fire Insurance, 
chimney sweeping, garbage removal street 
cleaning, water service, are respectively $200 50. 
$220 50. $235 75. $25135 and $384.50. or an aver¬ 
age of less than $20 per month. 

Cultural Standard 

T HE report from which I have drawn the 
above information closes with a reference 
to the high cultural standard of living among 
these people." and states that the houses are 
well kept Every house has it* flower garden. 
Every home has its bookshelf, and that in one 
of the houses the following motto was dis¬ 
played above the frontdoor, ‘Small, but Mine. 
The report, c loses with this paragraph —- - - 
• And thus the city of Stockholm ha* made 
a valuable contribution to the solution of 
the difficult question of providing comfort¬ 
able homes at low cost for people of small 
incomes." 

The City of Victoria has already the build¬ 
ing sites, with services installed; It has the 
parks and other amenities in which Stock¬ 
holm had to Invest upwards of fourteen mil¬ 
lions of dollars before launching its building 
programme. At a low estimate there is room 
lor 2.000 new homes in Victoria to house 
people of small income*. Are our public offi¬ 
cials capable of meeting the situation?. Has 
not Stockholm led the way?

A NEW form of "vacuum flying" without 
engines or propellers, based on one of 
Nature's laws, is foreshadowed by laboratory 
experiments in Paris which British experts 
have Just had ah opportunity of witnessing 
Secret researches have been in progress In 
France for some time with a view of replacing 
the aeroplane engine and air-screw by a va¬ 
cuum-creating mechanism which, by the man¬ 
ner in which it I* installed and operated, is 
made to create a powerful propelling force 
The underlying principle is that Nature ab¬ 
hors a vacuum. The mechanism employed 
consists primarily of comb ustion chambers 
heated by oil-burners 

High-temperature gases, formed In these 
combustion chambers, are ejected at consid¬ 
erable pressure through tiny slots running 
along Just underneath the leading edge of an 
aeroplane wing. This gas discharge Is made 
to rush around the leading edge of the wing 
and over the top of it. creating a vacuum just 
above the upper surface of the wing a little 
behind the leading edge 
Into this vacuum air drawn from the rear 
of the wing rushes with such force that a 
powerful propelling influence Is obtained, driv¬ 
ing the wing forward, in rapid horizontal 
flight, just a* though by an engine and 
propeller 

Models thus vacuum-propelled attain speeds 
which suggest that full-sized “ vacuum - planet" 
will fly at a pace considerably greater than 
any equivalent propeller-driven craft. 

Oreat interest is being taken in this new 
theory of flying, and secret trials are shortly 
to be made with a man-carrying

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M ORI than a hundred years have 
passed since John James Aubudon 
came to live among the birds of 
America in what is now s place of cities snd 
farms. 

He was a young Frenchman. At least he 
came from Trente. a city of France, and bore a 
French name, Jean Jacques Audubon. Unlike 
many of the people from Europe who came to 
seek their fortune' in "the Western Republic, 
young Audubon could speak English well-so It 
was easy for his neighbors to call him John 
James instead of Jean Jacques. 

We will look back and try to And out some¬ 
thing more about this young man. We don’t 
know him much, except that a brave French 
captain. Jean Audubon, and his kind ' wife 
found the little fellow before he was four 
years old in a seaport loan in the West Indian 
island of Haiti. 

They loved the handsome child and made 
him their own son. All that Audubon could 
afterwards remember was that he loved and 
watched the pretty birds as they flew among 
the branches that seemed to break the sky 
and that his father encouraged and helped 
him. 

Jggn Finds His Crayons 

O NE day, after he had gone to France, the 
little boy came into the kitchen with six 
linnets he had bought in the street and told 
the cook he was going to keep them. "You 
won’t keep them long." she said. 

“But I must keep one. I cant get close 
enough to them on the trees.” said Jean His 
father came along and to pacify the child 
showed him a picture-book of birds. But Jean 
persisted that the picture was not like the 
linnet he saw. He ran away and got his birth¬ 
day crayons.

Though he took lessons 
from a famous artist, the boy was not satisfied 
and each year threw away all the drawings he 
had made because they were not good enough. 
How different from the conceit of most young 
people. It was not till he was nineteen that 
one of his drawings satisfied him.

G REAT fortunes were being made In the’ 
United States in the nineteenth century and 
the fame of the As tors and others had reached 
Europe. Captain Audubon had a fine estate 
In Pennsylvania called Mill Orove. To this he 
sent his son with the hope that In New York 
he would make his fortune. Oladly the youth 
came in 1803 but what he saw at Mill Orove 
was not golden dollars but “the bittern, the 
flamingo and the flicker, whole families of birds 
new to him; the wild turkey, the bun-owing 
owl. the whippoorwill, the cardinal—in the old 
world there are none of these. The mocking 
bird family Is wholly American, the humming 
bird, the vlreos and the gorgeous black-dashed 
orioles and meadowlarks, the bob-o-links and 
red-winged blackbirds. The tanagera and the 
phoebes are ours, and the two families of 
warblers, like enough In their habits, sing in 
different tunes, each on his own side of the 
Atlantic.” 

Audubon was free now to study the birds 
and had gained the skill to draw and paint 
them. He spent his days from sunrise till dark 
in the groves and by the streams. He began 
to fill his portfolio with great sheets. Young 
and gay, life was a long delight. 

His neighbor. Mr Bakerwell, was kind to the 
stranger youth and brought him to his home 
There he irei his daughter, Lucy, amt the 
young people fell in love. But the father said 
that the youth must show that he could do 
something besides hunt and make pictures 
before would allow Lucy t a marry him. 

Jean Jacques had been a clerk In a store In 
New York but while he kept books and trans¬ 
lated French Invoices his thoughts were with 
the birds that nested In the marshes or swam 
In the waters around the city, while much ct 
his leisure time was spent in preserving speci¬ 
mens to the disgust of hie neighbors. 

Now. however, he felt he must get to work 
He and his partner, Rosier, opened a store In 
the new and growing town of Louisville. Ken¬ 
tucky. Though he spent much of his time in 
the woods that still bordered the Ohio River 
Audutxm managed to satisfy Mr Bakewell 
and carried off Lucy to spend s honeymoon 
with the waterfowl on a boat in the Ohio 
River 

Failure 

B ACK in town again. Audubon spent much 
of his time in watching the birds, learning 
their habits and painting them, leaving his 
partner to attend his customers. They began to 
find fault with him among themselves, and. 
at you know, that is not good for business. 
The partners moved to a new town but it 
turned out to be a poor place and not the city 
they expected. Yet new pictures were added 
to the big portfolio. 

The loving, faithful wtfe bore poverty with¬ 
out complaining. She had too fine little boys, 
though two sisters had died. 

At last the bnsln eee failed. Creditors came

was no use keeping him there. Broken-hearted, 
he left Lucy and the children and walked to 
I/JUtsville. where his brother-in-law and fel¬ 
low countryman. Berthaud. took him In When 
the poor man declared he was good for noth¬ 
ing. he said. 

“You’ve tried everything except what you 
were born to do. You’re an artist; why not 


make the most of that? Remember* that 
portrait you did of the Osage chief?” 

This gave the bankrupt new hope and for 
a time he painted people instead of birds, 
receiving twenty-five dollars for each. 

Meanwhile his wife had been supporting 
herself and her boys by teaching school in 
a neighboring state. Now he could send her 
some money. 

The Dawn of Success 
■vyrTTH renewed hope, returned the can of 
W the birds. It was Autumn and they were 
flying south in search of a wanner climate. 
Audubon, the bird-lover, would follow them. Bo 
down the Mississippi he went to New Orleans. 
Here he heard French speech snd. more wel¬ 
come sun. saw scores of new birds. Now. he felt 
that he could make a book about the birds of 
America that rich and learned people would 
be glad to buy. He sent Lucy the sixty new 
pictures. She was delighted and brought the 
boys to their father. 

With his wife by his side Audubon worked 
harder than ever. She opened a school and 
got her husband to help her teach the children 
of wealthy people. 

Success at Last 

I N 1823 Audubon felt that there were pictures 
enough In his portfolio to make a book. He 
brought them to Philadelphia. There be sold 
some of the pictures not needed for his book 
and found friends, among whom were Wash¬ 
ington Irving. Daniel Webster snd Edward 
Everett. Advised to go to Europe, where he 
could have them engraved, he went back to 
New Orleans snd with Lucy’s help left for 
bigland. 

Now this man who had failed In business 
sold copies of his book at a high price. Among 
his customers were the Q u ee n of England and 
the greatest of Frenchmen. Scientists and 
authors, among whom was Sir Walter Scott, 
entertained him. Riches and honors were hit. 

We are glad to think one of his first pur¬ 
chases was s gold brooch which he wrapped 
up In a letter and sent to the faithful wife 
whose love had never failed him. On his 
return to America. Audubon was greeted with 
enthusiasm by people of every clasa In his 
old age he was very happy with his wife snd 
sons snd the friends of his youth. 

"Tl»t Birds of America" 

A UBUDON’8 “The Birds of America,” Is 
now worth $4,000 a set. It consists of 
four enormous volumes, each measuring three 
!eet high by two feet wide, containing over s 
thousand life-size and scientifically accurate 
paintings of birds. Every engraving plate had 
to be etched and each lithograph oolored by 

hand. . , __ — 

Nothing has been said of the hardships of 
the long Journeys through the Mississippi 
Valley, then a wilderness. In search of birds, 
their homes and their habUs; mountains were 
climbed, streams forded and the dangers of a 
rocky coast faced. Hunger snd thirst snd 
weariness were endured. All these were but 
a part,of the price of the knowledge Audubon 
left to* the worWL 

The story of this great work, the man who 
made it snd the country in which he lived snd 
worked Is told In a new book. "8inglng in the 
Wilderness,’ by Donald Culross Bathe. A 
condensation was published in the November 
Issue of The Readers Digest. You will like to 
read the closing sentenoes of the article. 

“The life he lived has not gone out of the 
world What he loved is here; the tanager’s 
wing, the bluebird's egg tumbled on the young 
grass under the oak. What he wrdhght out of 
what he loved remains, living and Imperish¬ 
able. Life is holy ground. And thereon John 
James Audubon walked, with a woodsman's 
tread, venturing on unbroken trails, missing 
not one bright wing in the bushes, exulting in 
Um «&. life Usell. passing it oevas a creator 
to others."

Percival Christopher 
Wren, a Soldier 
Novelist 


By VERNONTIMBXRLtT 

T HE most popular story Major Wren has 
written Is “Beau Oeste." which was pub¬ 
lished in 1924. His first book was a collection 
of short stories called “Dew and Mildew” and 
were based upon his long and varied experi¬ 
ences in the Indian army For ten years he 
was an assistant director of physical culture 
to the Bombay Government. During this time 
he held the fencing title of Western India. 
Following his first book in 1912 appeared 
three others dealing with his Indian career 
“Father Gregory,” “8nake and Sword.” and 
“Driftwood ” 

His popular stories ahoutlhe French For ¬ 
eign Legion are the result of his experiences 
as a legionary in that famous military body in 
Northern Africa. The first of these novels 
*as “The Wages of. Virtue.” followed by 
“Stepsons of France” in 1917. * It was seven 
years before another book appeared, and this 
was “Beau Oeste.” in 1924. The movie which 
waa made Immediately following the tremen¬ 
dous success of the book followed the story 
closely and was equally popular.. The opening 
chapter of the book describes a relieving com¬ 
pany of Legionnaires riding across the 
African desert to take over command of one 
of their forts. On drawing near they see no 
sign of life, but a shot is heard within the 
fort. The gate is barred, and at each em¬ 
brasure can be seen the face of a legionnaire. 
They break down the entrance and there is 
no one left in the fort. The men they saw 
at the embrasure are all dead Chapter two 
begins the story from the beginning and leads 
up to the climax of chapter number one, 
which is. in reality, the end of the book. In 
many # ways It is a rather Improbable story 
and the Oestes are “nobly Miotic.” But it is 
an exciting yarn, and the author's knowledge 
of the country about which he writes makes 
It doubly interesting 

Eight more books about the Foreign Legion 
followed None of them have been so popular 
or successful as "Beau Oeste.” Three of these 
books are about the Oestes and have the fol¬ 
lowing titles "Beau Babreur.” “Beau Ideal." 
and s book of short stories. “Oood Oestes." 

Major ,Wren was bam in England and 
educated at Oxford. At university he was

xyrHIN your grandmothers were young 
W ladies they and their friends wore 
feathers in their hats or bonnets. No bird was 
too lovely, too s m a ll or too large to escape 
the milliner’s ttade. The great ostriches in 
Africa or South America yielded their plumes 
The tiny humming bird of tropical lands was 
caught and preserved to adorn the headdress 
of some fair maiden. The feathers of the tfird 
of paradise were sent from far-away islands 
In the Indian Ocean. Robins and finches and 
a host of little birds at home contributed wings 
snd breasts to the prevailing fashion. 

But the most coveted of all were the white 
plumes of the egret.. These wera so. expensive 
that only the rich could afford to wear the 
real ones. 

They only grew on nesting birds. When the 
bird was shot her nestlings perished. It was 
not long before all the egrets in the world wer« 
in danger of destruction. Perhaps It was this 
more than anything that drew the attention 
of the civilised lands to the cruelty and folly 
of Dame Fashion. 

Men of science, too. had discovered that If 
the birds were destroyed insects would ravage 
the crops of orchards and field. Bo laws were 
made forbidding the trade In feathers Birds 
on their way from northern Summer homes 
to warm countries were protected though not 
before some of the loveliest and most harm¬ 
less were extinct. 

Now s very curious thing has happened. 
Among the places where the egret, a relation 
of the heron, flourished, was Egypt. The 
Valley of the Nile was, too, the home of the 
cotton plant There the finest of cotton gross

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The Cultivation of Oats 


A VENA FATUA. the wild oat, a seri¬ 
ous pest In many parts of the world, 
yet It Is the species from which the 
cultivated oat may have sprung At any rate. 
It Is the only species of the genus of any agri¬ 
cultural Importance. 

The exact nativity of the oat plant is not 
positively known, but the evidence would Indi¬ 
cate It to be Tartary in Western Asia, or pos¬ 
sibly Eastern Europe. No record of It has 
been found in the- literature of China. India or 
other parts of Southern Asia. Neither Is much 
attention given to it In ths early histories of 
Asia or the Holy Land. Certainly it has .never 
been of such Importance to the human race as 
wheat, corn or rye. 

The greet oat-producing regions of the world 
lie within the North Temperate Zone, and In¬ 
clude Northern Europe, Northern United 
States. Canada, etc. * 

Oats may be divided Into two great classes. 
These are spreading oats, and sided, mane or 
banner oats. In the spreading oats, the 
branches of the panicle extend In all directions 
from the rachls. This class comprises the 
largest number and the moat popular of the 
varieties of oau. In the second class, known 
as sided or “mane oats, the branches all 
bang to one side of the rachls. thus producing 
the appearance that has caused the name of 
“banner” eats occasionally to be affixed to 
them. The varieties may again be divided as 
to color into white, yellow, red, grey and black. 
The white and yellow oats are grown most 
largely In the north and are of the greatest 
agricultural Importance. 

Early Sowing Best 

O ATS demand cool weather and an abun¬ 
dance of moisture, so that the sooner 
they can be sown In the 8pring the better. 
The amount of water taken from the soil by 
oats exceeds that used by any other of our 
Important crops. It has been found that 504 
pounds of water is taken from the soil for 
each pound of dry matter that Is produced. 

If the soil has been Fall ploughed, the stir¬ 
ring of the soil should begin as early In the 
Spring ss It Is possible for teams to get on the 
- land. This has been determined by actual 
experiments as well as by observation of mul¬ 
titudes of farmers. In all cases the soil 


s h ould be well and deeply worked, as deeply as 
the furrow slice if such working may be found 
possible The seed bed should be compact. 
Uit care must be exercised, as compacting 
when the soil is wet is worse than useless. 

"" Soil for oats should be rich, but excess of 
nitrogen is likely to bring about an excess of 
straw, with consequent lodging, rendering the 
harvest most difficult at any time. If stable 
manure is not available, the deficiency may be 
met by applying from 350 to 500 pounds df a 
commercial fertiliser containing 4 per cent of 
nitrogen. 13 per cent of available p ho sp hor ic 
acid, and 4 per cent of potash. 

The Amount of Seed 

T HE correct amount of grain to use for seed 
has been a matter that has received con¬ 
siderable attention. Some fanners use two 
bushels to the sere, others tour, ftiree bushelsr 
to the sere Is not far from the right amount, 
however, while ten pecks may be enough if 
grain has been well cleaned and Is of the 
highest germinating power. 

After the grain is up. nothing more need be 
done until harvest. Some fanners have recom¬ 
mended the rolling of the apU alter the grain 
has made some growth. We have not seen 
any particular virtue hi this except that the 
roller may. in some cases, break up the soil 
crust, bringing about a surface mulch that 
otherwise would not be obtained. The ordi¬ 
nary machines are used in the harvesting of 
this crop, wherever they are available, but In 
some cases the most primitive methods are still 
employed. It Is rapidly becoming the custom 
in many parts to thresh oats direct from the 
field, yet in some cases farmers prefer to stack 
the entire crop, especially during a rainy 


Yield of Oafs 

T HE yield of oats will run all the way from 
forty to 100 bushels depending upon 
the character of the soil and fertility of same, 
the moisture content, and the variety grown. 

Though oats have been used chiefly In the 
past as food for animals, the value of the crop 
as a food for man has long been recognized. 
Perhaps there is no breakfast food that Is more 
universally used than oats, and certainly not 
any more nourishing. Oats may be found 
somewhere In the rotation on most farms 
throughout the West, while Its importance In 
the rotation is recognised by all fanners.

Hawks to Protect Fruit 


' Prepare Rhubarb Beds 
Now for Successful 
Crop Production 

I T Is no exaggeration to state that rhu¬ 
barb is one of the moat ill-treated crops 
in the vegetable garden. For this Its 
astonishing vitality Is. perhaps, largely to 
blame, for It will grow in out-of-the-way 
comers under the shade of overhanging trees, 
and In comparatively shallow and poorlsh soil. 
The plain fact remains, however, that it Is 
one of the deepe s t-rooting plants cultivated, 
and one of the grossest feeders. So long as 
some pains are taken in making up a really 
good bed. It will yield a return which will 
more than compensate the grower for the 
labor Involved; both In quality and quantity, 
the crop will astound those amateurs who have 
heretofore considered It as nothing more than 
• useful fU-up for odd comers. 

Rhubarb will grow in partial shade, but for 
preference an open site should always be 
chosen. Where possible. It Is also wise to 
avoid the long, rectangular shape of bed. 
which exposes the plants to a great deal of 
cutting wind. In a square bed they will derive 
some protection from each other, an Im¬ 
portant point where forcing by means of bar¬ 
rels or heaped-up littery material Is con¬ 
templated. 

• Planting time Is not until February or 
March, but It cannot be too strongly urged 
that a start should be made without delay 
with the preparation of, new beds Not only 
must they be trenched a full three feet In 
depth, a really heavy dressing of manure 
must also be applied It Is obvious that land 
ao deeply moved, and which has had the ad¬ 
dition of a good deal of bulky organic manure 
will take even longer than usual to sink to 
a true level. A start should, therefore, be 
made at the very first opportunity. 

Humus Is Essential 

S TABLE or farmyard manure, also well- 
rotted green refuse are suitable humus- 
forming materials for working Into the site, 
and can hardly be employed In too liberal 
quantity. There Is, Indeed, only one mistake 
which can be made in the preparation of the 
ground, and that is confining the manure to 
a solid layer in the bottom of the trenches. 
Instead, it should be worked evenly through¬ 
out the entire cultivated depth of soil In order 
that the roots may benefit from Its presence 
from the outset. By the Spring It will hsve 
mellowed down and lost all trace of rankness, 
ao there need be no fear of trouble arising 
through the roots coming into direct contact 
with it. The surface of the beds should be 
left quite rough until the Spring, for Whiter 
frosts and rain will break down the soli much 
rife* finely Utah a fork will ever do. and 
light raking of the surface in Spring will 
al> that is required before 


season. Stems should on no account be pulled 
this first year; flower heads must be cut out 
as soon ss they appear, and. in addition. It 
will help to drench the soil with weak liquid 
manure during dry weather. A mulch of 
rather yttery material laid down Immediately 
after planting will also prove helpful, for It 
will prevent the soil from drying out unduly 
during hot. dry spells. In Autumn a similar 
dressi n g can be applied and forked into the 
soli In 8prlng. This Autumn top-drcasing 
should be considered a regular point In the 
cultural routine. 

Avoid Over-Pulling 

Q UITE good-quality rhubarb can be ex¬ 
pect xl In the second season from a weH- 
made bed. but it la not wise to distress 
the plants unduly by over-pulling. They can¬ 
not yet be considered fully established, and 
pulling should cease quite early In the season 
to encourage the building-up of stout crowns 
for the next year. Roots tor forcing, in par¬ 
ticular. must be encouraged to make really 
strong growth, and. after forcing, must be 
allowed to develop every leaf stalk, for the 
acceleration of growth in the Spring has, 
natura|ly. a weakening effect on the plants. 

Equally as Important as the preparation of 
the beds Is the choice of suitable varieties. 
It Is useless to expect that divisions from 
nondescript clumps will give stalks of a quality 
to compete with modern, improved varieties. 
Nor will they compare at all favorably in re¬ 
gard to the quantity of the crop produced 
If forcing Is the aim In view, the question of 
selecting suitable kinds is even more Im¬ 
portant. for the natural desire is to have as 
early a crop as possible, and. by choosing 
really good forcing varieties. It is possible to 
make a difference of weeks.

M ANS struggle for existence through¬ 
out the ages has been a continual 
fight against the forces of nature. 
Daily, the creatures of the wild take toll of 
the farmer's fields and orchards; losses run 
Into many millions of dollars yearly, making 
a heavy drain on his profits. The latest 
scourge of the fruitgrower seems to be the 
starling. 

In the town of ParkhUl. Ontario, there has 
recently been formed a small club devoted to 
the art of Falconry—the training of hawks 
to kill. The membership Is small but their 
efforts may prove a solution to the problem 
of fruit orchard protection. 

The active members. Dr. O. W Racey. his 
two sons, John C. Dawson and the writer, 
secured a number of young Red-Shouldered 
Hawks and Sharp-Shinned Hawks for train¬ 
ing purposes. These birds were captured about 
the time they were ready to leave the nest, 
and were gradually tamed. This hobby came 
to the attention of John J. Johnson, fruit 
Inspector for the county of Middlesex He 
suggested using one of the birds as a guard 
on cherry trees. In an experiment covering 
some four days, a Red-Shouldered Hawk was 
placed over three cherry trees, and during 
that time the treea were left strictly alone by 
all birds having a taste for cherries. They 
stayed at a safe distance, "stormed and 
swore” with all the cuss words known to 
starlings and robins, but they did not take 
the cherries. 

Young Hawks Easy to Tame 

T HE taming of the young hawk Is not 
difficult, calling only for patience and 
gentleness. After taking the young fully- 
feathered blrd^from the nest, place It in a 
good-sized cage in a quiet place and let it 
calm down, as they are extremely high-strung 
and temperamental, creature*. On the fol¬ 
lowing day. take some small pieces of lean 
beef or kidney mixed with feathers, and after 
placing a piece on the end of a penciled sized 
suck, push it gently toward the pouag bird 
He will promptly strike out at the food, and 
when he manages to get one pleoe of meat, 
repeat the performance. Feed twice a day 
until the bird Is matured. In a few days, the 

--- 


bird may be moved to a perch outside where 
feeding Is gradually transferred to the gloved 
hand. You will find that In a week or two 
the hawk will come 100 ty 300 yards to 
your hand for food. 

Use a light, strong leather strap, called 
‘ Jesses”; fix one end to either leg. and with 
a leash tie your bird to the porch or tree. If 
using it as a guard. They must be fed bone 
and feathers as an aid to digestion, and you 
will note a round black object composed of 
matted feathers, etc., whtd? the bird will cast 
up during the morning. It Is his way of 
cleaning his crop, and the bird must not be 
fed before he has cast! An occasional pigeon 
or starling is deeply appreciated. 

SJiowld Be Petted 

A N IMPORTANT Item in the work of 
hawks Is. to use a Falcon term, the man¬ 
ning or con tin uo u s handling of the bird. 
They should be petted and softly spoken to 
as much as possible, and It ts really surprising 
how soon the bird will look for your coming. 
He will chirp and whistle to you quite cheer¬ 
fully. 

Qlven plenty of handling and sufficient 
food, the hawk will amply repay the owner 
by sitting all day among his fr^lt trees, 
guarding them against all-comers. 


At Australian Cattle Show 


Powdered Skim-Milk in 
Rations for Poultry 

•vvfrlTH a view to gaining some information 
W on the value of powdered skim-milk 
contained In a mash for feeding pullets for egg 
production, an experiment was commenced at 
the Dominion Experimental Farm, Agassiz, 
B.C., early In January, 1334. This experiment 
was conducted for two seasons During 1*34 
it was earned on for a period of seven mont h s, 
and for ten months during 1*35. 

A ration containing powdered skim-nulk was 
fed to one group of birds in contrast to a ration 
designated as the standard ration fed to a cor¬ 
responding group. In the first year of the 
experiment there were eighty-eight birds in 
each pen. while in the second year there were 
one hundred In each pen. 

Not Found Profitable 

T IE profit over cost of feed per bird is the 
point of prime consideration. The result 
of the first season s experiment showed a profit 
over cost of feed per bird of *103, where the 
standard ration was fed. with a similar profit 
of only fifty-seven cents per bird from the 
powdered skim-milk ration. The second sea¬ 
son's results showed a profit in the former of 
$1.15 per bird, es compared to fifty-five cents 
per bird in the latter 

Tb summarize briefly, with powdered skim- 
milk at nine cents per pound, which was the 
price paid for It. it would appear from the 
foregoing figures that a ration containing this 
product is too expensive for egg production. 


Selected White Clover 
Strains Are Best for 
Pasture Purposes 

I N the pioneer days of Canada, the Indians 
spok^ of white elover as “white man's 
footprint,” because they observed that wher¬ 
ever the white man invaded the natural forest, 
white clover was always to be found. 8lrce 
these early days it has spread rapidly through 
all parts of Canada and now occurs naturally 
wherever moisture conditions are favorable. 
It does not thrive naturally In the Prairie 
Provinces, nor In the southern part of Ontario, 
although it Is found there, but throughout the 
Maritime Provinces, and large sections of 
Quebec and Northern Ontario, as well as In 
British Columbia west of the mountains, the 
clover often grows In great profusion. That it 
does not play a larger part in the pastures of 
these areas is due. not so much to the fact 
that it is not present as to a lack of knowledg e 
of the factors which make for its best develop¬ 
ment. We now know that wherever white 
clover thrives naturally. Us encouragement is 
necessary in the making of good pastures. No 
other plant is so worthy of careful attention. 

Nearly everyone is familiar with "common 
white Dutch” clover, the seed of which Is 
frequently used In lawn grass mixtures. All 
of this seed used in Canada is imported from 
various parts of the world where U Is grown 
commercially. A few improved varieties have 
been developed, among which may be men¬ 
tioned the Danish “Mono” and "Stryno." In 
recent years there have been frequent refer¬ 
ences to “wlld w whlte clover” which comes from 
England and New Zealand. It Is important 
to understand what 'la meant, by wild white 
clover and its advantages for pasture purposes.

Persistent and Perennial 

rILD white clover differs from common 
white Dutch clover chiefly In being 
more persistent and perennial In character. 
It Is the result of a kmg process of natural 
selection by continuous close grazing, which 
has gradually eliminated the taller growing 
and less persistent types, leaving only those 
tvpea which spread rapidly by runners and hug 
the ground closely. The latter are true pasture 
types capable of withstanding close grasing. 
They depend for propagation leas on seed and 
more on their ability to spread by vegetative 
means - Wild white clover, however, does pro¬ 
duce seed, but less abundantly than does the 
common white Dutch. The seed is valuable be¬ 
cause of the fact that It Is harvested from 
pastures that have been graved cloeely for 
many years This Is the reason that the seed 
is high In price. 

Teats of white clover varieties, conducted at 
the Central Experimental Farm. Ottawa, and 
'em a number of the Branch Experimental 
Farms throughout the Dominion, indicate that 
ffiigllsh wild white clover, especially the Kent¬ 
ish strain, and New Zealand wild white clover 
are much superior to the common white Dutch 
for pasture purposes, and for the reasons 
mentioned above 

An effort is now being made to produce 
seed commercially in Canada from pastures 
which have been closely grazed for at least 
ten years. It la considered quite possible 
that through natural selection strains of wild 
white clover may be found In Canada which 
are even better adapted to Canadian con¬ 
ditions than that which is grown elsewhere. 

One other variety of while clover deserves 
special mention, because it la essentially dif- 


It is always legitimate and desirable to plant 
effect. One may attain the ob¬ 
ject by planting with very rapidly growing 
subjects, but the fact must be remembered 
that very quick growing treea and shrubs usu¬ 
ally lack strong or artistic character. Other 
and hatter subjects should be planted with 
them, and as these grow, the quicker growers 
may be dispensed with and gradually removed. 

Tho effects of a new place may be much Un¬ 
proved by the Judicious use of annuals and 
other herbaceous plants in the tree and shrub 
plantations; Untir the shrubbery covers its 
allotted space, these temporary plants may be 
grown among the shrubs. 

However much we may plan for Immediate 
effect, the r**l beauty of trees and shrubs can 
only come with maturity and age. and this 
beauty is often delayed by over-pruning and 
heading back, with the mistaken Ifirs that this 
treatment will hasten matters. It should be 
remembered that many deciduous trees and 
shrubs are somewhat stiff and erect when 
young, but that as they grow a little older they 
usually droop and roll over to meet the ground 
Very good effect may be had by close planting, 
but it means that thinning out with a drastic 
hand win have to be undertaken when the 
time comes. 

Art Mot ts Hirdy 

npHERE is often a. temptation to use trees 
1 and shrubs with abnormal or striking 
toUage too freely. As a rule, the yellow- 
leafed spotted, variegated or other abnormally- 
foliaged plants are not so hardy as the greer^- 
leafed or natural forms. There are some very 
marked exceptions to this rule, however Ex¬ 
amples of these are the silver or white-leafed 
poplars, but such trees should only be used ss 
single specimens, and then In conjunction with 
other normal green-leafed treea If one has a 
fondness for this class of tree or shrub, and 
has only a small city lot garden, it Is best to 
confine oneself to a single specimen. 

A shelter belt for the home grounds is often 
placed at the extreme edge of the home gar¬ 
den. towards the heaviest or prevailing winds. 
This may be a dense plantation of evergreens, 
arbor vitae, Scotch or Austrian pines. In any 
case, the coarser the tree, the further it should 
be from the house. 

It may be the desire to use this belt as a 
screen to hide some objectionable object. If 
these objects are of a permanent character, 
such as a bam or ether budding, the planting 
should be of evergreens, so that they may be 
out of sight both Bummer and Winter. 

Hedges Arc Popular 

H EDGES are becoming more and more 
popular on the Pacific Coast every year, 
and the result is that new plants are being 
Introduced for the purpose of making them. 
Tune waa when privet was practically the only 
hedge plant seen, but today wa have many 
plants which make beafigfful and useful hedges 
Among the very best subjects for hedge plant¬ 
ing Is the Lonicera nltida, a plant which may 
be cut and pruned Into any shape one desires. 
It has email evergreen leaves of a beautiful 
color and Is a strong grower Many of the 
berberls and cotooeasters make excellent 
hedges, and have the advantage of the bright 
berries in Winter. A hedge formed by the 
alternate planting of cotoneaster and berberls 
Is a very telling and beautiful picture in any 
garden. Many of the yews. cedars and other 
coniferous trees m ak e splendid and permanent 
Ledges Where it Is not desired to have an 
evergreen hedge, many of the splrea family are 
excellent subject* Spires Van Houttel Is a 
wonderful sight in the Spring in hedge form 
Whatever planting is to be done this Fall 
should be taken In hand as soon as possible. 
Of course. It U quite all right to do this plant¬ 
ing at any lime during the Winter, provided 
there is no frost in the ground, but there is a 
distinct advantage »n getting plants In place 
early.

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New Indian Rock Pictures 


By Robert Connell 


T HE Indian tribe* who flm occupied thl* 
part of the world have left on the wnole 
very little trace behind them. The lack 
of a written lanfua*e they share wtth other 
primitive people* elsewhere, but when we com¬ 
pare their remain* wtth thoee of.say, the 
Old and New Stone A«e men of Europe, we 
are conscious of a considerable difference. The 
search of the archaeologist here is almost 
wholly confined on the Coast to the kitchen- 
middens as ahellmounds that mark the old 
Xeastlnc-places of the natives. Occasionally a 
atone anchor Is found by the sea or a stone 
hammer Is ploughed up on a farm. Occasion¬ 
ally someone stumbles upon a number of ar¬ 
rowheads upon some inland ridge. But. as I 
have said, It Is chiefly in the middens that 
the Implements of bone from needles to picks, 
and the tools and weapons of atone from 
arrowheads to scrapers, are found. The finer 
atone objects are usually rather crude because 
of the difficulty of getting stone suitable for 
flaking, and the best are made from a black 
gUssy basalt found in boulders of glacial age. 
The wooden Implements, such as those used 
lor fishing, are preserved for us only by their 
late persistence alongside the methods of the 
Invading white men. and the same may be 
said of the baskets and vessels, as well as the 
dfcmmg or hair and bark. Even the canoe 
and the totfm pole ean rarely have been pre¬ 
served for any long period of time. 

Most of these things when found are 
gathered into museums in all parts of .the 
world. There Is one type of Indian remains, 
however, that must need survive in Its original 
position, for It cannot be transplanted: that 
type Is the tydian drawing or carving on the 
cliffs of aea or inland lake. These, as known to 
us on the Coast, are of the kind known as 
“petroglyphs,” or rock carvings of a simple 
end primitive type. They are usually made 
on a fairly smooth surface of rock by pecking 
the material with a atone tool and finishing 
by rubbing. The result may be called a pto- 
ecss of graving, rather than of carving, though 
in some examples like that in Dean Channel, 
near Alexander Mackenzie s monument, the 
work approaches more nearly the latter. The 
class of rock drawings known as “pictographs" 
contains those executed by a brush or brush- 
like tool in colors, usually red and black, on a 
rock surface. They are literally “painted 
writing#.” since many of them, though by no 
means all. are believed and are sometimes 
known to have been means of communication, 
historical or otherwise. 

At Point No Point 

A BOUT three and - a - half miles west of 
Shirley schoolhouse. which stands on 
the left-hand side of the road. Just above the 
circuitous climb from Kirby Creek (wrongly 
called “Coal Creek." on the bridge*, the road 
to Jordan IU v er passes close to a huge mass 
or broken basalt, blasted for some reason or 
other out of the side of a rocky knoll. Op¬ 
posite and below Is the sea. while far away to 
the west may be discerned on a clear day the 
last point of Washington towards Cape Flat¬ 
tery and the open ocean. Looking down to the 
left may be seen at a considerably lower level 
than the road, a rock-bound peninsula ter¬ 
minating apparently in *a headland bearing 
some half-docen trees. This is Point No Point, 
to which the Oeologlcal Survey gave the name 
of Olacier Point, on their maps, because of 
its Interesting glacial groovings and striatlons. 
The old name, however, has been officially 
restored by the Geographical Gazette of 
British Columbia, as has that of Kirby Creek. 
Descending the hillside from the road and 
crossing the logging railway, a trail will be 
found leading through a fence and skirting 
the peninsula. In the distance to the west 
alohg the coast can be seen the waterfrent 
buildings of Jordan River village. The penin¬ 
sula is covered with a low growth of salal and 
other herbage, but to reach the extremity It 
is necessary to take to the shore on the light 
end clamber over the rocks for a short dis¬ 
tance. It will then be found that the part 
occupied by the trees is separated from the 
rest by a steep-walled gully through which 
the sea rushes at all times except low-tide. 
Thus the trees stand on a small Island, and 
the apparent point is really no point." hence 
the navigators' name. 

Situated thu open on the west to the en¬ 
trance to the Straits and on the east to the 
long indentation that terminates three ar.d- 
a-half miles away in Sherlngham Point, and 
looking south towards the Washington Coast 
and Clallam Peninsula, and the long ridge- 
like mass of tfie western Olympics. Point No 
Point is a singularly attractive place, es¬ 
pecially on a Summer day. and for many years 
1 have made at least one annual visit. Not 
content with baaktng In the sun amid the 
scarlet paint-brush, with the air filled with 
the scent of clover sown there by my olg 
*ncnd McQueen.,the owner. I have carefully 
examined the basaltic rocks with their In¬ 
ter eating dikes and s e a r ch e d every likely nook 
and cranny for that Interesting fern of the 
exposed cliffs and gullies of the West Coast, 
flcoulers polypody. In the Summer of 1934 I 
went there once more with Mr and Mrs. 
Easton, of Corvallis. Oregon, and while on 
the islet tip I was astonished on turning a 
corner to see on a perpendicular rock face 
tome fifty feet ahead, an Indian drawing. 
Immediately I began to look lor others, and 
a little further to the east discovered a second. 
The first has an unfinished appearance, but 
the second is more complete, although 
weathering is probably responsible for the ob¬ 
scurity of the tall part of the figure. Mast 
of the tslet is bare rock, beautifully glaciated 
by the ice cap which here was moving, as lha 
marks distinctly show, in the direction of the 
open ocean after having swung round the 
peninsula of Bast Sooke. The vegetation is 


rock for over forty feet The exposure to wind 
and spray is extreme, and it would seem tnat 
the work of stripping soil from the rock is 
for the present restrained by the persistent 
character of the vegetation 
Recrossing the fUDy and circling the low 
but resistant thicket of salal and wlnri-dwarlcd 
spruce on the southwest slope of the peninsula. 


we came out on the rocks to the northeast of 
the gully, and there across a smaller opening 
to the sea we saw a third drawing, this time 
obviously a conventionalised halibut. Of aU 
three, my friend Easton succeeded in getting 
photographs. The remarkabls thing is that 
although we could see the petroglyphs dis¬ 
tinctly at a distance of fifty feet or ao, and 
the camera records them perfectly. It was ex¬ 
tremely difficult to make them out with cer¬ 
tainty when close at hand, and this, no doub$, 
accounted for my missing them on earlier 
visits when my attention was engaged with 
other objects and thoee close at hand. It la 
quite possible, and indeed not unlikely, that 
other petroglyphs have been overlooked lor 
the same reason The accortipaitylhtf photo- ' 
graphs show the character of the drawings 
and give an Idea of their situation. 

West Coast Petroglyphs 

F OR some years the coastline between 
Beecher Bay and Sooke Harbor has had 
rome measure of celebrity for the possession 
of thre e group* of Indian rock-drawings. Two 
of these are to the west of Beechey Head, and 
thaw I hart not tan; the t hird is at Aldridge 
Point, at the southwest corner of Beecher Bay. 
This group consists of two separate pictures, 
one ut wiui;ii naa ween lucnuiiea oj ■ neign— 
boring Indian as a sea lion of supernatural 
character which, after killing many members 
of the tribe bas “turned tnto this atone rep¬ 
resentation.*' <8ee report by the late Dr. New- 
cornbe in Provincial Museum Report of 1938). 
These East Sooke drawings are made In the 
coarse dark gabbro of which the peninsula Is 
composed, and in this respect differ from the 
Point No Point ones, which, as we have seen, 
are executed on the finer grained basalt. 

The Aldridge Point ones are of easy access 
comparatively. A road turns toff the main 
East Sooke Road beyond the northwest comer 
of Beecher Bay, and runs more or less parallel 
with the aea. though at some distance from it, 
until the Aylard farm is reached. Crossing a 
field beyond the bam and outbuildings, a trail 
passes along the edge of the forest Just above 
the shore and eventually comes out on the

Point. The drawings ara to he looked for be¬ 
tween the place where the forest ends and the 
seafront begins, and It is not entirely easy. 
However, remembering that they occur on 
perpendicular walls of rock feeing south. It 
ought with a little trouble to be possible to 
find them. I advise anyone who wishes to see 
them without too much loss of time, to seek 
the company of one who has already found 
them. 

The most striking set of rock drawings I 
have seen on the Coast occurs on the south 
side of the entrance to Nitinat Lake. The 
lake Is connected wtth the sea by a narrow 
and tortuous waterway through which the 
tide rushes In and out. Between the shore 
and the lake Is the Nitinat Indian village. 


situated an a rocky point and commanding 
the entrance. The shore between here and 
Ck>-oose village is composed of buff sandstone, 
*pd on a very gently sloping surface of this 
rock are the petroglyphs. The material is soft 
Pnough to have presented little difficulty In 
the work of execution, but for this reason the 
drawings do not possess the permanence of 
the East 8ooke and Point No Point ones. The 
main features are as follows: At the top is a 
three-masted barque with all sails set. and ac¬ 
companying It a paddle-steamer wtth wheel 
and funnel, and what appears to be a mast 
continuing the line of the vertical bow: below 
these Is a woman in a simple long-skirted 
dress concealing the feet, and with It a fsoe 
with eyes, triangular nose, and mouth: there 


are also a bird with outstretched wings, an 
wntm*i that may be a shark, and another 
rather birdlike creature with a pair of small 
flippers, and other Indeterminate objects. AU 
the details of the petroglyph (whose acquaint¬ 
ance I owe to Mr. Halkett. of the Dominion 
Public Works Department*, cover a spaoe 
about twenty-five feet by fifteen. 

The most interesting thing about it ** a 
piece of drawing is the difference in merit 
between the various representations. The out¬ 
standing one Is the barque which, while not 
by dny means a work of art. is very accurate 
ao far as It goes and shows that the Indian 
who did U had given a good deal of attention 
to this kind of s t rang e craft. The steamer is 
not so well done, but a good d*al of trouble 
h mm been taken in putting the wheel in its 
proper place, not only as between stem and 
stern, but vertically. The drawing of the 
woman and the single face Is like that of 
young children and not a few of their elders 

It 14 thought that the drawing is connected 
with the massacre of a ship s crew by West 
Coast Indians, some sixty or seventy years 
•go. when the captain’s wife and baby, as 
well as a nurse, wera among those that 
perished

A FEW yean ago. Dr. Brawn, then in charge 
of the quarantine station at William Head, 
gave me a photograph of some Indian draw¬ 
ings he had seen near the head of Kingcome 
Inlet when on a cruise. The drawings are at 
the base of a vertical cliff of granodlorue a 
lew feet above high-water mark. They con¬ 
sist of two “coppers” of different patterns, 
and between them la a clearly executed picture 
of a brig: that la to say. a vessel with two 
masts square-rigged. Around the poop is a 
latticed railing. Beneath the vessel Is a row 
of vertical line* which certainly do not sug¬ 
gest water and may have no connection with 
the brig. 

8tUl another curious piece of Indian work 
was shown to me last Summer by Mr. Neil 
Smith, of Saitspring Island. It lies on the 
shore north of Parmenter Point on that island. 


The Best Books of the IDeek

T HE list of new books this week .Is com¬ 
piled almost entirely of biography, and 
these biographies are mostly of out- 
.vtandlng Englishmen of our time—Sir Austen 
Chamberlain (“Down the Yean"). Lord Haig 
u'Haig"*, Oeorge Lambury ("Looking Back¬ 
ward — and Forward*, and 81r William 
Brancker. K.C.B. ("Memoirs"), are all out¬ 
standing figures, and all these biographies may 
also be considered outstanding- 


tance has been omitted. The personality of 
Slrcseman pervade* the book a patriot and 
a statesman, genial man of the world and a 
great negotiator, convinced Liberal and Con¬ 
st utkma list he tried to guide his country in 
the ways of democratic government, and his 
death in 1929 was a sad loss to the Oerman 
nation 


“Haig." by Alfred Duff Cooper. La the first 
volume of the official biography of 81r Douglas 
Haig. It Is to be completed in two volumes. 
The author is far too honest to pretend that 
Haig dominates events, and too much of an 
artist to let him appear dwarfed by events, as. 
in fact, both he and everyone else In the war 
were The result is a compromise between 
biography and history. The first volume takes 
us to the Somme Bailie, and ends with a vigor¬ 
ous defence of that battle. 

Lord Haig began to keep a diary in 1883. 
while he was still at Oxford, and he kept it up. 
with few gap*, to the end of his life. The 
author uses Ions quotations from the diary, 
until one is sometimes a little bewildered to 
know whether It is Haig or Duff Cooper speak¬ 
ing. This, however, is but a minor criticism, 
and the book on the whole deserves all the 
praise that it has received at the hands of its 
many reviewers. 


“Tale Without End.” by Lilo Llnke. U an 
autobiographical fragment. The author, while 
a student at a workers' college at Frankfurt- 
on-Main, wont on a bicycle trip to France 
with some of the boys from the school, chiefly 
because she was in love with one of them. 
Disappointed in love she left them, and wan¬ 
dered alone over, France, living and working 
with the people. £h* worked in the fields of 
Brittany, saw Lyons and the silk weavers, and 
the wine-making districts, and spent -a few 
days on a fishing trawler out of Marseilles. 
Whet gives this book its somewhat inexplicable 
fascination Is doubtleiu the perronality of the 
author shining through the artless prose, which 
is unpretentious, and successful because of 
that. 


Women figure comparatively little in his life- 
history, which covers a number of activities. 
His father apprenticed him to a cheese-maker, 
but Gus did not And this to his liking and 
went to Riga, where he worked in a factory 
and became mildly Involved in revolutionary 
work. Then he became a sailor, but was too 
Independent to stay long on any one ship. He 
wandered up and down the Suits, doing w 
number of things, and finally arrived in 
Alaska, where he has remained ever since, ex¬ 
cept for periodic visits “outside" and several 
years spent in Siberia after the Oreat War. 

He Joined the Steffanson Expedition in 1918 
and won high praise from the great leader for 
hta sterling qualities and dependability. He 
finally settled as a trader at Point Martin, 
where he trades and traps. 

Miss Hutchison has given us the story as Out 
told it to her—vividly—simply—though with 
Gus' favorite. lurid expletives carefully de¬ 
leted. Gus himself is that curious mixture of 
naivete and worldly wisdom so frequently 
found In those who belong to the great out- 
of-doors. 


the depression and the Impact of those trouble¬ 
some years upon the lives of the characters 
It deals with a group of people, uncultured, 
limited in outlook, yet vitally concerned with 
the immediate problem* of existence. 

The story open* as Andrew Aikenhead goes 
to make his p*ace with his son. Michael, but 
unsuccessfully. The reconciliation he hopes 
for does no» take place, and the estrangement 
widens to provide a well-motivated story, end¬ 
ing in a final reunion that is as natural a con¬ 
summation as the falling leaves In Autumn. 

Future books from the per\ of this talented 
Canadian may give us the real Canadian novel 
which readers have been awaiting for a good 
many years. In any case, it will be a good 
novel, for there is yet a great deal of territory 
which Mr. Callaghan— oqifr r«n»/»»n 
writers—have overlooked. 


“Down the Year*,” by Rt Hon 8ir Austen 
Chamberlain. Unlike Lord Haig. 8ir Austen 
did not keep a diary, and ha* not, in thl* 
volume, attempted a biography in the consecu¬ 
tive sense. He. draws, however, on contempor¬ 
ary documents, chiefly long letters, for' many 
experience* of importance, so that aitnough 
the contents of this book are miscellaneous, the 
wise selection of events, and the mellow and 
tolerant tone of the writer make a very read¬ 
able atory There are historic figures with 
whom Sir Austen has come in contact—one of 
the most interesting chapters Is headed “An 
Evening Wtth Lloyd Oeorge"—and there are 
historic episodes, such a* little-known event* 
In Cabinet-making, of which he Ls among the 
few possible first-hand witnesses Apart from 
historical and political sections there are many 
tit-bits of social history, with many amusing 
anecdotes. 


“Looking Backward —and Forward.” by 

George Lansbury. is a genial, kindly auto¬ 
biography of a man who is known chiefly 
through his Innovations in introducing such 
unheard -of things a* bathing in the Serpen¬ 
tine, Hyde Park, and amusement* for the peo¬ 
ple. Here is an opportunity to-learn more 
about the man who dared to establish a "Lido'’ 
in a London park. One feel*, however, that 
one must think twice before accepting fits ex¬ 
tremely mild criticisms of other people’s ac¬ 
tions— perhaps It would have bean better If he 
haul also looked sideways, or more intently, at. 
some of the episodes he so lightly deals wtth. 

“Press. Politics and People in C anada ” by 

A H. Colquhon. will be of Interest to Canadta* 
readers, from East and West. It la the life 
and letters of 8ir John Willlson. noted jour¬ 
nalist, who died some year* ago.

“Illyrian Spring” (McClelland ft 8tewart, 
Ltd.), by Ann Bridge Exquisite descrip¬ 
tions of the little-known country of Dal¬ 
matia are deftly woven into Ann Bridge's 
third novel, which surpasses her two pre¬ 
vious novel* tn structure and distinction. 
The plot itself Is slight and one that 
has intrigued British lady novelists for many 
season*—namely the complete inadequacy of 
the Britisher as a husband, although he man¬ 
ages to dominate the home and family. 

Lady Kilmichael, the charming and restive 
lierolne. U forty years old. and at far as her 
family la concerned she is merely a necessary 
appendage to the domestic machinery. Her 
husband. Sir Walter, is an International econo¬ 
mist very much interested in a lady economist 
who is fat and homely, and Lady Kilmichael 
very Justly resent* the situation. Her resent¬ 
ment assumes concrete form when she runs 
away, leaving no forwarding address, but 
equipped with a carefully selected wardrobe 
and her painting kit. for she was an artist of 
more than national reputation. 

On the way she meets two men who do 
much to restore her shattered self-esteem 
Nicholas Humphries, twenty-two and also an 
artist, admires her tremendously, and she gives 
him sympathy and understanding Dr Hal- 
. ther, a Viennese psychologist—and what mis¬ 
understood wife can do without a really good 
psychologist— provides her with more mature 
companionship and brings her out in the way 
no stolid British husband ever could. 

For some three hundred pages one is enter¬ 
tained by the exquisite descriptive passages 
mentioned above and the drama supplied by 
the relationships between the heroine and 
various other characters. Perhaps coincidence 
plays a rather too prominent part in the final 
scenes, but Lady Kilmichael herself remain* a 
truly graceful and real figure. 

The atory is well written, and makes agree¬ 
able and plausible reading. 


“Black Shirt Black Skin” (Telegraph Press), 
by Boake Carter. Timely is this Interpretation 
of the Ethiopian situation for the benefit of 
the man in the street’ who occasionally feels a 
bewildered wonder “Just what It Is all about.” 
The author, a newspaper reporter. Is the son 
of a man who was In the British consular 
service, and accompanying his father around 
the globe, enabled Boake Carter to obtain a 
more general knowledge of world conditions 
than ordinarily fells to the lot of a young 
man. 

In the present conflict. Mr. Carter sees Mus¬ 
solini a* a man obsessed with the Idea that 
he la the prototype of the great conquerors 
of ancient times, and determined to carry out 
his aggressive policies, even though he destroys 
the civilised world In doing ao. Indeed, it is 
probable, according to the author, that the be¬ 
ginning of the end ot Western mtilsatton Is 
In sight If Western nations persist in their 
present policy of trade and military wars In 
order to gain control of raw materials and 
markets. And—the Italo-Ethiopian dispute 
may be the spark that Ignites the conflagra¬ 
tion for the colored races of the world are be¬ 
coming restive under white world supremacy. 

“When." comments Mr. Carter, “black 8htrt 
and black akin clash In the hot, disease-ridden 
tropical Jungle thousands of miles away, they 
will be writing new destinies for the world— 
perhaps for America, too.” 

The book Is written in a brilliant, vivid 
style, which would be very readable under any 
conditions It covers the historical back¬ 
ground and topography of Ethiopia as well as 
going Into the economic and political aspect*. 
The author ventures to p rophe s y the result of 
the struggle which wtll Inevitably result in 
Italy's victory If Emperor Selassie endeavor* 
to employ modem methods of warfare. The 
price of victory, however, will be ao great that 
Italian finances will be exhausted, and the 
year* of preparing Abyssinia to become an 
Italian colony wtll mean the end of Italy

The Indian craftsman took advantage of a 
long mass of sandstone exposed on the beach, 
or rather this suggested to him some kind of 
aea monster, for he proceeded to convert the 
northerly end into a head, providing it with 
a mouth and with a pair of double-ringed 
eye*. The eyes am i t m a ted on vortical aide* 
that slope away from each other, leaving a sharp 
ridge between, white the outer edges of thtse 
sides have curving lines that meet below the 
mouth. It is rather an advance on our own 
fanciful way of detecting human or animal 
iealures In rock, for here the Indian has ac¬ 
centuated the suggestion of Nature. 

There are a number of other petroglyphs 
known on the British Columbia coast, moat 
of which hare been figured and’ described in ~ 
our own and other museum reports, as for ■ 
example the ones near Nanaimo and on Sproat 
Lake, and there are probably many more to 
be discovered yet If the hand of Time and the 
power of eroelon do not remove them at too 
early a date. The European pictographs of 
the Spa n is h and other caves are happily so 
situated that they have not only survived 
thousands of years but may easily last a* long 
again. And not only have the caves preserved 
the pictures—those beautifully executed black 

days when Europe geographically and cultur¬ 
ally was other than it !li. today—hut they hive 
kept for us In some instances the very tools 
of the artist, his paflits and palette and lamp. ‘ 
•» he last left them within the dark recesses. 
There Is. indeed, all over the Old World, a 
richer fuller treasure than is ours here, at 
least on the North Pacific. Further south 
there la a far greater development of the 
pictographic art. and in black and red also. 

Yet both at Point No Point and at AJtamlra 
the same question arises: What purpose was 
served by these drawings? or were they but 
the idle scribbling* of an kite hour, more 
laborious yet like In Nature to the activities 
of a moderns pen or penctl in dreamy 
moments? The answer to these question* 
given by men of science I* not unanimous, 
hut moat agree that there wa* a purpose. 
But as to the purpose there 1* doubt and 
uncertainty. My own opinion is with those 
who hold that in these drawings, particularly 
thoee that represent animals, we have a form 
of primitive magic, a thing which in sotm 
ways has not entirely died out today. In thl/ 
form the picture has a much closer relation 
to the thing pictured than tn our ordinary 
conceptions. We treasure the portrait of s 
friend or a favorite dog because it helps us 
to recall the pleasant associations or the past, 
but wa do not think we have In some mys¬ 
terious way identified the subject with the 
picture. But apparently this is what primitive 
people did and still do. and It ls an idea that 
lingers still among the superstitious peasant* 
of many civilised countries. Thu* Dr New- 
combe in the museum report already referred 
to qpotes Henry Charles, of Beecher Bay. a* 
explaining the aea lion petroglyph: “A myth¬ 
ical man caught the aea lion and turned him 
Into thg stone representation.” That was the 
traditional explanation. It reminds one of the 
old method of bewitching a person who for 
some reason was objectionable to the ’’witch’' 
or her client. This method was common and 
well-known all over the British Isles and on 
the continent of Europe. It consisted in mak¬ 
ing a doll of wax or clay more or less In the 
likeness of the hated person, but at any rate 
representing that person, and thqn sticking 
pins in it or subjecting it to some other treat¬ 
ment suggestive of the punishment desired for 
the real victim 

In the same way animals required for food 
may have been believed to be controlled by 
pictorial representations, possibly associated 
with certain religious or magical ritual; or on 
the other hand animal enemies kept from do¬ 
ing harm or damage by this means. 

la Twilight Region 

However, after all. to whatever view we 
lean, we are moving in a twilight region. If r.ot 
actually In the dark. Julian H. Steward, of 
the University of California, in a very in¬ 
teresting m onog r aph on ' Petroglyphs of Cali¬ 
fornia and Adjoining States.” speaks very 
cautiously and wisely: “We can probably never 
know precisely why many of the petroglyph* 
and pictographs were made. But we can guess 
that many of them were made for some te- 
ligious or ceremonial purpose." Hs points out 
that some were undoubtedly made by boys 
and girls during adolescence ceremonies. 
Others hay have been connected with religious 
or clan symbolism. He refers, again, to The 
animals represented In the Californian and 
adjacent areas these are such as mountain 
sheep, deer. dogs, and coyotes lizards, bears, 
and there are human hands, tracks and 
figures “But,” he goes on. “we cannot say 
why they were made . Mountain sheep may 
have had to do with the hunt, or with the 
magical Increase of the herd in a country 
where they were important as gsme. This 
hypothesis is similar to that offered for many 
of the cave paintings in Europe But It is 
little more than a guess. Other realistic figures 
probably had quite different explanations— 
possibly clan symbols, individual guardian 
spirits, or shamans' powers." And there it Is 
perhaps best to leave It

old are these petroglyphs? Here. too. we are 
largely In the dark, ignorant aa we are of the 
orginal depths of the incisions made tot the 
rock.
